HISTORY OF 

NORTHFIELD HIGH AND GRADED SCHOOLS 

What is now Northfield High School was first estab- 
lished in 1870, and was the successor to the North- 
field Academy, chartered by the Vermont Legislature 
in 1846 — this being the first regular institution of 
higher learning in this valley. 

The Graded and High Schools opened in September, 
1870, with 313 pupils, Marshal R. Peck, A. B., Prin- 
cipal. Its charter was granted in 1872. 

The school was then housed in one building — con- 
sisting of seven main rooms, used by both high school 
and grades. In 1904 is was found necessary, on ac- 
count of crowded conditions, to enlarge the school 
facilities and the present High School, a commodious 
brick building, north west of the old school was erect- 
ed and the High School removed to its new quarters 
in 1905. The number of pupils at that time was 135. 

This school has ever been served by able principals
